Why the young- lieutenant should 


have attempted to take the life of his 
colonel seems to be something of a 
mystery, though it ia known that he is 
hardly responsible for his actions. 


It appears that he has lately been 


drinkiug heavily, and was yesterday 
hi the army hospital Retting1 rid of the 
effects of his last spree. 


The affair has caused great excite- 


ment at Fort Sheridan, and the escape 
of Col. Crofton, who is the command- 
ant at the post, from death is consid- 
ered miraculous. The wound received 
by the officer is painful, though not 
thought to be serious.

He is probably against 
Governor McKinley and Mr. Reed be- 
cause they are recognized as General 
Harrison's strongest opponents and the 
ones most likely to prevent the possibil- 
ity of General Hamson becoming the 
beneticiary of a deadlock.

dian, with all the devilish ingenuity of 
that flendiah race. 
His Indian name, 


write* Herbert Heywood in the Boston 
Traveler, is Es-ki-W-Nadel, and he la 
Tinder thirty years of age. He wM 
educated at the/ Hampton Indian school, 
from which he wa» sent to the govern- 
ment reservation at San Carlos, where 
he waa trained by a scout for the rego- 
lar army. His natural aptitude soon 
made him familiar with the military 
taotics and mode of scrutiny and fight- 
ing of the United States troops. 
But 


neither education nor association with 
white men could repress the savagery 
of hi* nature, and he incited an out- 
break among the Indians on the reser- 
vation and set fire to the schoolhouse. 
This offense was promptly punished by 
the arrest of the Kid and seven of his 
followers. On the 2d of November. 1889 
while they were being conveyed to jail 
in a stage coach, by the sheriff and his 
posse, they broke their bonds neat 
Riverside, A. T., killed the sheriffs and 
escaped to the Sierra Madre mountains, 
in the province of Sonora, Mexico, just 
over the line from Arizona and New 
Mexico. 


That waa the beginning of a career 


lo crime that has no parallel in Indian 
atrocity. Secure in these arid moun- 
tains, whose every avenue of approach 
IB guarded by a barrier of nature for- 
midable and awful, with trackless 
mazes of desert sandhills, and having 
only at great distances water holes and 
patches of cultivation—here the Kid's 
band has been constantly increased, by 
disaffected Indians from the reserva- 
tions and from Mexico.

raided the border and penetrated far 
into the interior, leaving a trail of 
blood behind them. 
They are even 


now destroying the homes of ranch- 
men, 
waylaying travelers along the 


desert roads, ambushing goldseekers in 
the arid hills, picking off cowboys on 
their lonely ranges, stealing into set 
tlementa in the stillness of. night, plun 
dering and killing the sleeping inhab 
itants, till hundreds of people have met 
death by the hand of the Apache Kid 
and his band during the past four years. 


Though a reward of »5,000 by the 


governor of Arizona and 12,000 by the 
governor of New Mexico have been 
placed upon his head and repeated ex- 
peditions of government troops have 
been sent out for his capture, he haa 
thus far eluded pursuit, ranging over a 
vast extent of country, comprising 
thousands of square miles where no 
white man can follow for lack of water. 


Every day repeats the story of hit 


crimes. At unexpected times the Klc 
appears in many different guises, but 
he is usually dressed aa a Mexican, 
with a drooping sombrero, flannel 
shirt, belt, trousers and top boots or 
shoes. 
The Kid does not by any means con- 


fine himself to forays and murderous 
outrages. He haa a passion for steal- 
ing girls for wives. His first achieve- 
ment in this line was the capture of Jo- 
nah-ay, an Apache maiden, whom he 
took from the door of her wickiup on 
the San Carlos reservation in Septem- 
ber, 1890. He next secured the mild- 
faced Na-theth-lay, who was but thir 
teen years old. He came upon the giri 
and her mother at Cibicu crossing o 
the Salt river on the reservation May 
17, 1803. He killed the mother am 
made captive the daughter, but released 
her shortly after and she returned to 
the reservation. His third victim waa 
Nah-tah-go-yab, the daughter of Indian 
Scout Jack Long. She was forcibly 
taken by the Kid from the reservation 
October 35, 1693. While he was en 
gaged in this abduction his first wife 
Jo-ash-ay, escaped from his camp an< 
made her way to the reservation alone. 
She has since acted as guide for the 
troops in pursuit of the Kid.~ It wai 
through her that Jack Long effected 
the rescue of his daughter. 


Tbe most notable expedition hitherto 


led against the Kid waa in 1893 by 
Lieut. Williams, of Fort Whipple, near 
Prescott, A. T. He took a detachment 
and thirteen Apache scouts, keen-scent- 
ed as bloodhounds. They struck the 
trail of tbe Kid and followed him for 
weeks, sometimes camping in the even- 
ing where he had camped the previous 
night, till the trail led farther and far- 
ther into the arid region on the south, 
where they were compelled to abandon 
their guest, not being permitted* to 
erotathe Mexican border into the fact- 
nested where he Bought refuge.

out hope ol his recovery. He has been 
struggling against adversity tor such 
a long time that his troubles are be- 
lieved to hare finally crushed him. 
Once a power in politics, as veil as a 
social leader in Virginia, he amassed 
considerable wealth; bat all this great- 
ness has disappeared. 


From having been one of the lead 


ing confederate generals in Lee's army; 
then a prominent railroad owner and 
a democrat), chieftain; then 4 United 
Statessenator anda power in republican 
politics, the brilliant Virginian whose 
personal appearance with his frilled 
ahirtaand tiny patent leather shoes 
has so often been described and pic- 
tured, will pass away and leave slight 
vacancy in the affairs of men. 


A blight has rested upon him since 


be dared 
to leave the democratic 


ranks and vote with the republicans 
in tbe United States senate. H mat- 
tered not that he owed absolutely 
nothing to the democracy for his eleva- 
tion and that be was chosen to the 
senate by a combination of repnbli 
cans and readjustee, his fate was 
aealed by the bond of ostracism placed 
upon him at home, for his active in- 
dependence.

It Is a fact that in as- 
suming control of the republican or- 
ganization Mahone provoked dissatis- 
faction. Frequently he had charged 
to his account the loss of the state in 
congressional elections. With all his 
skill and shrewdness as an organiser 
Mahone could not restore himself to 
popularity, or even secure a minimum 
degree of success in his later years. 


He had determined to make another 


•fight in Virginia on protection lines, 
and it was believed by many that this 
course would re-establish republican- 
ism. With that change Mahone would 
be lifted from the desperate financial 
depths to which be had fallen. But 
Mahone will never lead either confed- 
erates or democrats or republicans 
again and his one-time followers can 
now carry out their own designs un- 
disturbed by the thought of what Ma- 
hone might do to thwart them.

DMtroys tn« Plant •« the Warren (K- I.) 


Cation Mills—aixtMn Hundred Km- 


ptore* Thrown Oat of Work. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 4.—One ol 


the most destructive fires that has oc- 
curred in this state in many years 
last evening destroyed the buildings 
constituting the mills of the Warren 
Manufacturing Co., at Warren, mak- 
ing fine sheetings and shirtings, and 
causing a loss of over 91,000,000 Just 
bow the fire started-is not known yet, 
but an explosion is said to bave oc- 
curred in the engine room. 


The fire broke out at 7 o'clock and 


before tue Warren fire department 
conld get water enough the mill was 
blazing fiercely. Aid was telephoned 
for and two steamers were sent from 
here. The mill buildings, including 
warehouses, were totally destroyed 
and a lumber yard adjoining was 
badly scorched, as were the company's 
tenements. The disaster will throw 
about 1.600 people out of employment. 


Insurance so far as known is as fol- 


lows: Mills and machinery, (850,000; 
tenements, (100,000; warehouse and 
contents, not known. Tbe town is 
practically ruined by the fire. 


A CHALLENGE. 


ATLANTIC CITT, N. X, Oct 4.—Harry 


Wright, the veteran baseball player 
and manager, died in this city shortly 
after 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon of 
catarrhal pneumonia, after a linger- 
ing illness. Harry Wright, the "Grand 
Old Man" of baseball, was the beat- 
known, and by all odds, the most pop- 
ular man ever connected with the 
great American game, and he did more 
than any other to bring the game to 
its present high standard. Always 
thoroughly honest and conscientious 
in his dealings with managers and 
players, he established a previously 
unknown standard of uprightness 
among the ball men. His death will 
cause sorrow in the hearts of all who 
have ever enjoyed his acquaintance. 


"Uncle Harry." as he was affection- 


ately called, began his athletic career 
as a cricketer. He was born In Shef- 
field. England, January 10, 1885, but 
his parents brought him in 1838 to New 
York city. In 1857 he commenced to 
play baseball with the then famous 
Knickerbocker club pi New York. In 
July, 1866. he helped to organize the 
famous Cincinnati Baseball club, the 
Cincinnati "Reds," 
The season of 


18fi9 was Cincinnati's banner year. 
During that season the club traveled 
all over the United States and met all 
the leading clubs without losing a 
game. It was the first eastern club to 
visit California. 


In a game played June 22, 1887, at 


Newport. Ky., Harry Wright made 
seven home runs for the Cincinnati 
club, this being the largest number of 
home runs scored by any individual 
player in a game. 


The Cineinnati club having dis- 


banded, Harry Wright, in 1871, was 
engaged to play center field and cap- 
tain the then newly organized Boston 
club team. Although the Boston team 
did not become champions that year. 
Harry gathered a strong nine to- 
gether, which during the following 
four seasons were the champions of 
the first regular'professional associa- 
tion of the country. 


He was one of tip Boston-Philadel- 


phia combination that visited England 
in 1875. Harry played regularly in 
centerfield until the close of the sea- 
son of 1874. 
After the National league 


was organized, Harry's Boston team 
won the championship of that organi- 
zation during the seasons of 1877 and 
1878. He remained with the Boston 
club until the end of the season of 
1881. 


In 1888 he managed the Providence 


club. In 1884 he was engaged to 
man- 


age the Philadelphia club, and contin- 
ued as manager of the Philadtlph la 
club until the close of the season 
of 1898, when he was made chief of the 
league staff of umpires, a position 
which was created for him and which 
he held at the time of his death

In that connection, he designed a great 
many of the mechanical devices whieh 
facilitate the operations at that estab- 
lishment, and is well known as the in- 
ventor of a mechanism for four-inch 
guns, now in use on all the war ves- 
sels.
